Stanley Barelew, a caddy, was kill­ 
ed when lightning struck the tree 
under which he and several golfers • 
sought shelter, and Acting Fire Cap­ 
tain Timothy Murphy was struck dead 
by a bolt while directing the fight on 
a city fire during the storm.

twenty injured in a tornado which 
struck near Tracey, Minn. 
Crops, power and communication 
lines and buildings in the storms path 
suffered heavy damages as the violent 
gales, accompanied by a deluge of 
rain, moved eastward from the Da­ 
kotas into Minnesota.

DAYTON REPORTER 
FIRST TO WRITE 
NEWS STORY IN A IR . 


To Employ Tactics Used 
At San Francisco 
Meeting 


Dayton, O., June 23—Maurice E. 1 
Hutton, Dayton reporter, today was 
credited with writing the first news- 
paper story in an airplane, while rip­ 
ping through space at the .rate of 
ninety miles an hour. 
The story here is regarded as an 
achievement clear out of the ordinary 
in as much as it was written while in 1 
actual flight. 
\ 
Hutton wrote his story in the rear- 
cockpit. of a Martin bomber, which 
served as the flagship for the Wilbur 
Wright Field battle fleet, which par­ 
ticipated in the aerial circus at Louis­ 
ville. 
The flagship, right out in front of 
the apex of the formation was equip­ 
ped with all kinds of instruments and 
as he wrote Hutton indicated the 
speed being made and the altitude. 
The copy showed for itself that 
the ship rode an even keel for there 
was hardly a misplaced comma in the 
entire manuscript of 1,500 words. 
Hutton related the flight as it ac­ 
tually 
occurred 
naming 
the 
towns 
over which the fleet passed. 
On arriving at Louisville Hutton 
sent his story back to Dayton in an­ 
other airplane for early use, and the 
city editor who handled the copy was 
greatly surprised for Hutton acted 
upon his own initiative and told no 
one of his plans. 
McCook Field men today asserted 
that this was the first time a news­ 
paper story had been written in an 
airplane while in actual flight and 
commended the young man, highly for 
his ingenuity, as did Hutton's boss.

WARDS YOU MORALIZE ON IT 


Many of us not there have been about as “worked up to get 
our choice at Cleveland last Meek as the delegates Therefore we 
enjoy a little fun now* and then, as told by one who was there, 
the Public Ledger correspondent Clinton \Y. Gilbert. He says: 
I am not going to pick the Democratic candidate for Presi­ 
dent 
lf the job of covering a national convention consists of 
knowing in advance what a thousand delegates and a lot oi little 
bosses who don’t know how' to boss are gong to do. 
I am going 
to look for something easier. 
A few years ago it was simpler, j 
You waited till the boss said the word. The newspaper editors, at 
least a good many of them, did not venture upon making predic­ 
tions for fear of trenching upon the bosses* function. T ou wrote 
wrhat happened and let it go at that. Now' you are constantly in 
danger of writing what hasn’t happened and never will happen. I 
have ju„V gone through a convention which had six different sure 
candidates for Vice President in twenty-four hours. Really, it ex­ 
hausts your capacity for enthusiasm to be called upon to glow 
over six totally different kinds of men all in the space of one 
writing day. 
When you get to the third or fourth wonderful 
candidate you haven’t any adjective left. 
Nominating Presidents or Vice Presidents is like trying to 
bring down a whole flock of partridges at one shot. W hen I was 
a boy I came upon four partridges eating buds off an apple tree. I 
aimed my gun at one of them and I was paralyzed at the thought 
that if I fired the other three would fly away. I tried it success­ 
fully on each of the foul and could not pull the trigger, so appalling 
was the idea of what possibilities I should lose if I fired at any 
one of the four. So finally I aimed right in the middle of the four 
and they all flew' away. 
That’s the way it is w'hen you start to pick out a President of 
Vice President. There are generally possible votes enough to elect 
a ticket if you cauld bag them all. But w’hen you finally nomin­ 
ate a man, either part of them or all of them fly away. That was 
what was the m atter whenever I d arted to pick out a YTice Presi­ 
dent at Cleveland.

farm 
crops professors at the Ohio State 
University has, they say. failed to un­ 
cover anything Jib e enough "early” 
seed corn to take care of replanting J 
on Ohio farm s where the first plant­ 
ing has been washed out, or where 
the seed has rotted in the ground dur­ 
ing the excessive rains this spring. 
Most Ohio farm ers will consequent­ 
ly have to replant from the seed 
they have and take their chances on 
a crop next fall. 
The danger is that 
frosts will kill the stalks before ears 
of the varieties usual in Ohio have 
tim e to m ature. 
May IO, the average 
seeding date for the state, went by 
with little corn going in, on account 
of the w eather, and torrential rains 
since then have aggravated the situ­ 
ation, the crops men believe. 
An "early’ 'variety is one that m a­ 
tures early In the fall. 
Seed of such 
varieties is still recommended for re­ 
planting, if the farm er can get it. The 
college discovered little of such fast- 
growing seed as Pride of the North, 
Silver King and M innesota 13 in the 
hands of Ohio seed companies. 
J. B. Park, head of the farm crops 
departm ent, says that he has no de­ 
sire to play the alarm ist, but adds 
th at it is no news to farm ers that, 
unless this sum m er soon develops a 
lot of good growling w eather, and 
keeps at It late into September, the 
itate’s corn crop will suffer greatly.
